II. Claims 14-17, drawn to a method, classified in class 169, subclass 43.

In the instant case, the product comprises an ignition cord having 
a sheath and pyrotechnic charge in the sheath, a flexible tube surrounding the sheath, 
and means for igniting the cord in which these items are not required by the method 
recited in claims 14-17. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
